STRLGGJLE 


The House frgs done to the Econ- 


omy Bill what it did to the Tax 
BilL It has torn it to pieces. There 
is no cause for astonishment in this. 
AU experience of legislative bodies 
shows that in a. serious budgetary 
situation the ordinary representative 
who must soon face his constituents 
will not voluntarily vote for heavy 
sacrifices by taxes and retrench- 
ments. The task is too great for po- 
litical human nature- That is why 
every government facing a problem 
of the magnitude of ours has had 
either to balance its budget by ex- 
ecutive decree or to obtain a special 
and overpowering national mandate i 
from the people. 


It is important to realize this. For 


unless the inherent difficulty of the 
problem is viell understood, the pub- 
lic is more likely to give itself over 
to despondent complaint than to or- 
ganize itself for effective action. 
This is particularly true in the Unit- 
ed States, where, because of the in- 
flexible character of our government 
none of the short cuts, such as a re- 
sort to executive decree or to coali- 
tion government, are possible. Our 
problem can be solved only by the 
awakening of an informed and pow- 
erful public opinion.

EDUCATION CONTROL 


Comparison of Old, Modern 


System Made by Voca- 
tional Director 


Comparing education, as it was 


originally established in this coun- 
try as a separate unit from politics 
and governmental systems with mo- 
•dern education. Herb Heflig, director 
of Appletcn "Vocational school, -told 
parents and teachers at Edison 
school 
Monday night 
that with- 


in the_ ;past 15 years 
political 


units were seeking control over lo- 
cal, state and federal education. 


"Professional politicians * are try- 


ing to gain control over the expendi- 
tures of school funds," " he said. 
"School boards, on the whole," are 
composed of citizens as able as city 
councils and other 
governmental 
bodies." 


He pointed out that while school 


boards, parents teachers groups are 
unorganized to the point of employ- 
ing legal representatives or lobby- 
ists in state legislatures, la "Wiscon- 
sin the League of "Wisconsin Mu- 
nicipalities has attempted to gain 
control ov«r state education through 
lobying. He presented the instance 
in Milwaukee, In which ths city us- 
es a special attorney to Tepresent 
the city government at the state cap- 
itol, -when the school board was de- 
clared without rights to carry out 
this same procedure when it at- 
tempted representation. 


••If the interests of the schools and 


control over the budget for public 
education passes Into the hands of 
local political groups," Mr. Helllg 
said, "the welfare of the chfld Js be- 
ing weighed the same as the need 
for paved alleys or the renalr of sew- 
ers. 


"Since children are nor vocal at 


election time, it 5s seen that sewers 
and paved alleys certainly will not 
be neglected.' 


Declaring- that the fathers of the 


country definitely established eda- 
cation Independent of government, 
with the creation of board and com- 
mittees to carry out educational 
•work just as city councils are creat- 
ed to carry oar governmental work, 
Mr. Heflig- questioned parents and 
teachers on how they were going to 
face the issue of increasing political 
control of education. 


A candid view will shois- at once 


that if the Administration program 
of taxes and economies, or any oth- 
er program now under discussion, 
were promptly enacted, the budget 
for next year—that is for the year 
extending- from July 1, 1932. to June 
39, 1933, would not certainly be in 
arithmetical balance. Xot only is 
there no provision, made for the 
sinking fund, but: the Treasury is 
counting upon full payment on the 
war debts; it has calculated the 
yield of taxes on the assumption of 
an improvement in business; noth- 
ing has been provided for unemploy- 
ment relief though that win certain- 
ly be necessary next winter; and the 
estimate of economies is optimistic 
and so deficiency bills are highly 
probable. 


The truth Is that all programs for 


balancing the budget depend upon 
the success of the effort to arrest 
the fall in prices and stimulate some 
recovery of employment and profits. 
That being the case^ why is it so im- 
portant to make the struggle now to- 
ward the Ideal of a balanced budget? 
That struggle will obviously have to 
be resumed next winter even i? Con- 
gress votes the taxes and economies 
now before it. 


The answer -usually given is that 


a balanced budget Is necessary to 
maintain the credit of the "Catted 
States Government, and that It Is 
vitally important to maintain that 
credit at all times, but particularly 
at a time when private credit Is so 
serio-usly impaired. That answer is 
correct, but It needs to be amplified 
if it is to be convincing to those who 
look at the present prices of gov- 
ernment bonds and vronder whether 
there is any real doubt about the na- 
tional credit.

The first duty of the government 


then, is to show that it has the coin- 
age to draw upon the resources o 
the people. If it has not that cour 
age, its credit is at once impaired 
for it is then demonstrating that i 
is not wilUng to place all the re- 
sources o? the nation behind its ob- 
ligations. If the government Is afraid 
to tax the rich, if the rich are pow 
erful enough to avoid taxes, then ob- 
viously for that government the for 
tunes of the rich are a frozen asset. 
If the government shows that it i- 
afraid to tax the middle class in 
sorce fair proportion, then for the 
purposes of the government's credi 
the wealth of the middle class is a 
frozen asset. Therefore, in a time 
like this the best tax bill from the 
point of view of the national credit 
is one which fearlessly opens up to 
taxation by one method or another 
the whole range of incomes. 
That 


this taxation should be progressive 
so that the larger the income the 
larger the rate, is perfectly 
clear 


and undisputed. But unless taxation 
is comprehensive as well as progres- 
sive the national credit has not been 
fully sustained.* » *

The second duty of the govern- 


ment is to show that it can control 
its own expenditures. If it has not 
the political courage to resist the 
pressure of lobbies, of organized 
minorities, of its own employees, 
then It cannot convince the taxpayer 
or the purchaser of its obligations 
that it can really perform what jt 
promises. A government which can- 
not resist the pressure of the veter- 
ans has lost control of a. very large 
part of its expenditures. A govern- 
ment which cannot reduce the pay 
of Its own civil servants, when that 
pay has Increased In real value, Is 
no longer sovereign. A government 
which cannot reduce susidies to spe- 
cial Interests is -under their heel. 


Therefore, from the point of view 


of the national credit, those econo- 
mies which are politically the most 
dangerous are for that very reason 
the most Important. The actual sav- 
ings which can be made provide rel- 
atively little relief. But a proof that 
the government can make them Is 
of the utmost importance because It 
shows that there is no bottomless' 
hole in any part of the budget. 


The substance of the matter, 


therefore, is that though the budget 
will not be brought into balance by 
any measures 
now contemplated, 


though a true balance of the budget 
can. probably be attained only af- 
ter another struggle next year and 
then only with an arrest of the de- 
flation, the present struggle is of 
vital Importance. It Is a struggle to 
preserve the credit of the fnited 
States by demonstrating that ths 
government Is in command. "What 
matters is not the arithmetical calcu- 
lations but the courage displayed. If 
Congress will pass a. tax bill that is 
both comprehensive and progressive 
and an economy bill that defeats the 
pressure of organized minorities, it 
wQl have "balanced the budget" ev- 
en it the accounts do not actually 
balance fourteen months hence. 


The demand for a balanced budget 


at a time like this is in essence a de- 
mand that the government exercise 
its sovereignty. For the credit of the 
"United States will be good for all 
necessary purposes as long" as the 
government Iff the master in Its own 
house.

EDGAR WALLACE A BANKRUPT 


Edgar Wallace, mass producer of 


novels, short stories and plays, died a 
bankrupt. According to London pro- 
bate records his liabilities exceeded as- 
sets by S300,000. 


Mr, Wallace -was one of the most 


""*" prolific of contemporary writers. Xov- 


els and stories he produced w-ith amaz- 
ing speed. He had the extraordinary 
ability to keep two stenographers busy 
with two separate stories at the same 
time, working out the details of his 
mysteries as he went along, and often 
with little revision after his manu- 
scripts were completed. 


Wallace is reputed to have written a< 


play over a week-end which sold for 
$50.000, and commissioned by au editor 
to write twelve stories over a period of 
one 3-ear for a monthly magazine, all 
twelve \\ere laid on the editor's desk 
within a week after he had received

the orders. He was^the Henry Ford of 
the novel and story business. 


Yet he died broke. That's not un- 


usual, as many famous writers died in 
poverty and only received public ap- 
preciation after death. It was differ- 
ent with Wallace. 
His income was 


large, but having- made a fortune he 
wasted it. As is often the case with 
these wasters of the creative arts, tal- 
ent does not beget thrift. 


Wallace's pen was fast but his living 


pace was faster, being urged on no 
doubt by a brain that also radiated 
speed in his quest for ideas and plots 
and the thrills of life. Perhaps any 
vision he may have had of the prover- 
bial rainy da}' appeared but another 
good day for a murder.

ilr. Perry's announcement that he 


will run for the gubernatorial nom- 
inatfcn against ilr. LaFolIette is in- 
teresting news, and, added to Mr. 
Chappie's announced candidacy for the 
senate, indicates not only early train- 
ing but plenty of it. 


Mr. Perry's career has been rather 


an unusual one. Six years ago he 
sought the regular Republican support 
against Mr. Zimmerman but failed to 
receive very much of it. The regulars 
seemed to doubt him. The fact was 
that neither political group could tie 
Mr. Perry up to its own wagon. This 
was looked upon as personal unrelia- 
bility upon the candidate's part. His 
public career since, however, has dem- 
onstrated anything but unreliability. 


Although Mr. Perry- supported Gov- 


ernor Kohler, he constantly disputed 
policies with him and opposed some of 
his measures in the legislature. 
Al- 


though he refused to become a part of 
the Progressive clan he supported 
many of its measures, and apparently 
when he thought they were just. 


He has been so consistently indepen- 


dent, and used such good judgment in 
liis independence, that he has con- 
vinced a great share of the state of his 
sincerity. In addition, he has had a 
sufficiently long public career, and of 
such a character, that the people will 
be forced to conclude that he is per- 
sonally well fitted for important pub- 
lic positions.

As much cannot be said for the can- 


didacy of-Mr. Chappie. He is much 
too young a man and practically de- 
void of a public record, to justify his 
election to the United States senate. 
Mr. Chappie probably thinks that since 
the state elected both the LaFollettes 
as they stepped across the threshold 
of thirty years of age that this is the 
day of the young man in politics. Cer- 
tainly the country needs the vigor and 
the vitality of youth in government but 
when it puts the seasoned judgment 
that comes from, long experience on.

one, he'likes to refer to the fact that 
Xapoleon had Europe under his heel 
when he was thirty and Alexander had 
conquered the then civilized world be- 
fore he passed that birthday. He should 
go a step further and show how both 
of these rulers wrecked the countries 
whose destinies they directed.

Senator Elaine will be easier to de- 


feat than Governor LaFolIette, al- 
though he has had a rather charmed 
political life. His original election as 
governor only came about because the 
regulars had out too many candidates, 
and even then Mr. Elaine got in by a 
narrow margin. He succeeded against 
Senator Lenroot by an equally narrow 
margin. Although his inability to 
gather as big a vote as a LaFolIette 
may be ascribed to the fascination in 
the LaFolIette name, there is never- 
theless another sound reason for it. 
Senator Elaine does not begin to ap- 
proach either of the LaFollettes in 
ability nor profound understanding of 
the problems of government. Since 
there is plenty of talent among the 
Piogressives one wonders how Mr.
